Ing the enemy nnrt slipped out ot the 
trnp In the uipht and by a forced 
march reached Franklin, on the south 
bank of the Harpeth river. 


At Franklin Schofleld halted his col- 


uuius on the southern border of thu 
town, where a line of slight intrenoh- 
metits was hastily constructed, aud the 
weary soldiers lay down ou their arms 
to enjoy a brief rest while the long 
army trains were crossing to a safer 
position north of the streimi. The 
troops 
of 
Schofleld's 
Twenty-third 


corps, commanded by General J. I). 
Cox, 
occupied the main line of works, 


which extended across the Columbia 
and Nashville pike, olon^ which Ilood 
was marching In active pursuit. 


The extremities of the works rested 


ou the river tumk above nnil below the 
town, and the only brwik In the line 
wns lit the point where the pike run 
through. There a BMP had been left 
in order to accommodate the trains mid 
artillery ns well as the brigades brliu;- 
ins up the roar. These hitter, three 
in nnmher, belonged to General D. M. 
Stanley's Twenty-fourth corps and con- 
stituted Wagner's 
division. 
Stanley 


crossed to the north bank of the Har- 
peth with Wood's division of his corps, 
leaving Wanner to handle the rent 
guard. 
Of the three brigades in Wag- 


ner's 
division two. Conrad's 
and 


Lane's, were halted by General Cox's 
order on n knoll half a mile in front of 
the general line and covering the gap 
iii the works nt the. pike. 
Wagner's 


Third brigade, led by General Emerson 
Opdycke, filed through the gnp into; 
the works at Franklin, and the men 
rested in reserve behind Cox's own 
division, close to the pike. 


When the Confederate lines were 


forming for the attack Ciebnrne's divi- 
sion held the right and rested on the 
pike confronted by the Federal works 
and troops already described. 
Hood 


stated to his subordinates thnt be de- 
sired that the enemy be driven into the 
Hnrpeth river nt all hazards, and. an- 
ticipating hot work, Olehurnc asked 
permission to form his division into 
three lines of one brigade earh. Hood 
granted the request, although General 
Stewart's corps of his army had not 
come up and his line wns shorter than 
he desired. 


Cleburne's division advanced along 


the Columbia pike, which bisected the 
Union line near the center, the most 
hazardous point to attack, the works 
being the heaviest and the best manned 
with trnon* and cannon. There were 
thirty-eiirht Tnion guiiH in the works 
and In r-v-.orYi- 'm ,ir near tac £Ikv, ,t. 
the center. The first opposition to Cle- 
hnnie's assnnlt was madi- by the bri- 
gades of Lane and Conrad of Wag- 
ner's 
division. 
These 
troops had 


strengthened their position on the knoll 
fcyconstructing slight breastworks. The 
only signal to warn them of the attack j 
was the sudden bursting Into view of a | 
long line nf Confederate* 'noving ri'i1' j 
idly in perfect ortler, with tmuit.'X ' 
waving and bayonets glistening In the 
bright rays of the setting sun. 


With a yell, Cleburne'a men rushed 


Into the works, and when the defend- 
ers, after a brave but useless resist- 


ahead along the pike to pounce upon 
the reserves. 


Meanwhile Opdycke'a ioldiers, un- 


mindful of toe affairs at the extreme 
front, had been taking the breathing 
spell richly earned by serving as rear 
guard ou the march that day. 


Opdycke had no orders except to rest 


his troops. The soldiers were getting 
ready their suppers or munching raw 
rations when the breastworks they had 
just ninrched past were carried by 
lightning rush of the Confederates, 
who then were at their heels. The men 
Instinctively threw down their huud- 
fuls of bread and pork nnd tool; up 
their weapons. 


The moment the men In gray were 


seen swarming aud shooting on the ] 
line where they had no business to be 
Opdycke's commands rang out us calm- j 
ly and clear cut as though he had re- j 
hearsed them, though surely no such I 
combinntlon of orders had ever been ' 
called for theretofore. "First brigade, 
fall 
In! 
Charge 
bayonets! 
Double 


quick!" were the words. Then for an 
hour In that narrow space raged the j rest here In 
hottest open field and breastworks 
struggle of the war.

Jncrease of the Mavy 


An increase iu the uaval strength of 


the country, which will call for ihe ex- 
penditure of $41,300,000,13 recommended 
by the General Board of the navy, 
whose suggestions have gone to the 
Secretary tor consideration. They will 
be referred by him to the Board of Con- 
struction. The heaviest item iu the re- 
commendation is that for three batt le- 
ehips. 
These, constructed upon the 


latest models, will cost 18,000,000 each. 
According 
to the 
report of 
the 


Board of Ordnance, no novelty of 
real merit has been developed as the 
result of testing new devices during the 
year. The first annual report from the 
military secretary of the army gives the 
total strength of the military force at 
3,871 officers and 68,943 men at the 
close of the fiscal year. At the inspec- 
tions held during the year 6,966 ollicers 
and 83,102 enlisted men of the militia 
were present. 
It is interesting; to 


know that satisfactory progress has 
been made toward bringing this con- 
siderable body of men up to the stan- 
dard ot the regular army. 


Jeed Distribution. 


An effort is being made this year to 


obviate some of the criticism made 
heretofore regarding the distribution of 
seed by the Agricultural Department. 
Complaint has been made that the seed 
was received too late to be of service. 
This has been attributed to the delay 
of congressmen m making out their 
lists, but at any rate the department 
has begun the work of distribution 
earlier than usual. As an aid iu bring- 
ing about a more advantagtous use of 
the seed the couutry has been divided 
into nix districts, iu each of which the 
seeds auu plants best adapted to the 
climate, and soil will be distributed. 
The demand for seed was iu excess of 
the supply last winter, and the de- 
partment has received an increased ap- 
propriation this year. 
It is expected 


that 50,000,000 packages will be dis- 
tributed, or nearly three and a half 
times the amount sent among the peo- 
ple four years ago. The expense of dis- 
tribution will be nearly four times what 
it waa in 1896. 
Jhe President's Declaration- 


The timeliness and the patriotirn of 


President Roosevelt's anti-third term 
declaration merits common approval 
and appreciation. Coming simultane- 
ously with so overwhelming an indorse- 
ment, iu the chief of a party that there 
is every reason to believe would give 
him another term if he stood for it, the 
sincerity of Ihe pledge is not to be 
questioned. It will go far towards com- 
posing the fears of imperialism or "big 
stickism," which have been HO acute iu 
certain 
quarters.—Vicksburg (Miss.) 


Herald. 


This i« all right, but the Vicksburg 


Herald knows, and everybody else 
knows, that there is no fear of''imperial- 
ism" or ''big stickisrn" In this couutry. 
All that talk was for political effect be- 
fore election.

Roosevelt showed himself to be one of 
the mo«t cunning politicians when he 
made his appeal to the northern white 
man anlntt his southern brother." 
Answering the question as to wbat the 
election shows, lie said: "It shows that 
th« whit* people of the south must 
tread the wine prew.alone as they have 
done for forty years."

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 19.1904.- 


Last bulletin gave forecasts of disturb- 
ances to cross the continent Nov. 22 to 
26, warm wave 21 to 25, cool wave 24 to 
28. Next disturbance will reach Pacific 
coast about Nov. 27, cross west of 
Rockies by close of 28, great central 
valleys 29 to Dec. l.eastern stales Dec. 2. 
Warm wave will cross west of Rockies 
about Nov. 27, great central valleys 29, 
easteru stales Dec. 1. Cool wave will 
croes west of Rockies about Nov. 30, 
great central valleys Dec. 2, easteru 
states 4. 


This disturbance will come In at the 


close of a long period of cold weather* 
a period that will make the last half of 
November average colder than the 
normal. The warm wave of this dis- 
turbance will bring Ihe warmest days 
ofthe mouth but temperature will not 
long continue high. Weather features 
will reach their greatest intensity west 
of meridian 90--will be particularly 
severe west of Rockies—but will lose 
energy east of Mississippi as they ap- 
proach eastern states and provinces. 


A great rise in temperature will oc- 


cur to eastward of this disturbance as it 
crosses the continent and not much 
rain or snow may be expected. 


Immediately following November 19 


very cold weather will reach meridian 
90—a little earlier west, later east—and 
this cold spell will reach far into the 
southern slates, killiug most of the re- 
maiuiug top growth of cotton. 
Princi- 


pal rainfall aud snow, according to 
latitude, will occur duriug the week of 
which November 19 will be a central 
day and the week ending November 
24 will be Ihe coldest week of the 
month. 


There are indications of very cold 


weather about'middle of December 
aud unusually warm weather during 
the Christmas-New 
Year holidays, 


particulars of which will be given in 
next bulletin.

Sow."

\vouiaii and ctnld in Japan lakcd a few 
moments and innale.s long breaths uf 
fresli air. 
It nut only increases ibe 


chest expansion, but i.i time forms a 
habit of deep bieaibniK tlmt gives one 
power ufeii'luruncc to uinater physical 
fatigue. Puie water is another of ilie 
Japanese coinuiaudinenlhul bealth.and 
every Japanese drinks l»r..;ti quantities 
of water iu the course of a day, wtiich 
Is of great value iu lluMung the system 
of impurities. Tbe Eu^lisn people are 
laughing stock of the world because 
they travel with their batli tubs aud 
take a cold bath every morning, but 
the Japanese cau give tbeui lessons in 
the matter of personal 
cleanliness. 


Mauy stories have been sent back from 
the Maucburiau frout telling of how 
the officers aud soldiers never ueglect 
the opportunity to bathe, aud how the 
little iueu consider a hot bain the great- 
est treat to be obtained, and ihe cold 
plunge a necessity . Tbe Mnry 13 Md of 
bow two Japanese officers were captur- 
ed by the Russians while trying io blow 
up a bridge on the Trans-Sib, rian rouil, 
tried by drumhead court-martial and 
sentenced to be shot. They were no 
brave aud no geutlemeuly that their ex- 
ecutioners a»ked them If there was not 
•ome last favor which they could do for 
them. One officer asked that the $100 
he had ou bin perron be giveu to the 
Rusaian Red Cross, the other that he 
might be allowed to tike a bath that he 
could die cleau. 


We could uot live on the rice diet of 


the Japanese, but it is true that we eat 
too much meat — a thing that the Jap- 
anese are careful not to do. Mauy of 
them cauuot afford to buy meat, but 
eveu the richer families do not eat it iu 
anything like Ibe quantities which the 
Americans and English do. Roth our 
athletes aud those of the English eat 
large quantities of red meat while in 
training, aud In England ale aud beer 
are also used. This is a thing which 
the Japanese must be unable to uuder- 
itsnd, for they frown ou alcholic drinks, 
and there is no talk of au army cauteeu 
iu the Japanese military establishment. 
Bake IB the national drmk, hut it must 
have been months since some of the 
soldiers have tasted it, and they can 
fight better aud endure more because 
they are without artificial stimulant 
aud in perfect physical condition. The 
Japanese from childhood are brought 
up m the ways of health aud common 
jseuse. They do uot receive the traluiug 
of Bparta,but there u no coddling of the 
youngsters such as the American child- 
jen of well-to-do parents are apt to re- 
ceive. The children are trained iu the 
schools to stand pain aud fatigue, aud 
•it tells in their after life. The morality 
among the youuger children is much 
smaller than lu this country, aud in 
time we will he told more of the man- 
ner of their bringing up by the medical 
.papers. It is said that the mortality is 
less amoug the children between one 
and five than it Is among .the people 
.over seventy. Last year the total mor- 
tality among Japanese children under 
five was only about fifty per cent, great- 
er than the number of deaths of people 
over sixty, which does not make the 
figures of mortality among the children 
of this country look well.

A little trouble 
and care of this sort will save many a 
pair off hoes, aud in all probability will 
save many a corn from being formed 
by the pressure of shoes hardened from 
dampness.

Senator Hour was noted for his wit. 


He illustrated the inconsistency of some 
of tbe opponents of equal rights for wo- 
men by the following story: 


"Some years ago, au admirable lady 


beaded a remoustance from the town of 
Laucester agaiust giviug women tbe 
ballot. A few weeks later she came in- 
to my office to take steps for a public 
meeting to promote tbe establishment 
of a separate prison for women, since 
successfully iu operation at Sherboru. 
She knew all about it. She had stud- 
ied like experiments in Ireland,! think 
aud iu Prussia or elsewhere. Hue told 
me that girls after a first lapse from hon- 
esty or virtue might often be reclaimed, 
by the care and sympathy of a wiee and 
teuder matron. But when, under the 
existing system, they were thrust into 
the same prison with men, sometimes 
subjected to the control of coarse and 
brutal turnkeys, they become sullen 
aud hardened, and all chance of their 
reformation was gone. I said to her 
'Well, madam, what does the coarse 
and brutal turnkey think of it?' 
She 


replied, 'I suppose he thinks it i» all 
right us it is." 1 said to her, 'Well, of 
course his opiuiou ought to be taken aud 
not yours.' She looked, as you will be- 
lieved, a good deal astonished. I said 
to her, 'This ia a question of govern- 
ment, und yet you are laboring to pre- 
veut your own voice from being count- 
ed ou lint, question, while ttiat of the 
turnkey is to have its full weight.' "
